Ditch No. 
35 
was 
cleaned out with 
a 
government 
dragline in 1938. 
This 
summer, 
the Delta Camp with Mr. Heyde 
cooperating, 
did 
the 
following 
work on the ditch through 
Mr. 
Heyde’s farm: leveled 
the 
spoil 
bank and sowed it to a mixture of 
pasture and meadow grasses, con­ 
structed fences along the outside 
and adjacent to the spoil 
bank, 
constructed 
swinging 
watergates 
across the ditch at the upper and 
lower limits of the farfn, and dug. 
sloped and seeded the inlets so that 
scouring of these inlets w ill be de­ 
creased. 
The above area now forms a nice 
sized pasture which Mr. Heyde can 
utilize. 
In pasturing the ditch in 
this way. it is hoj>ed that all weed 
and willow growth w ill be 
kept 
down within the ditch and on the 
spoil banks thus giving a greater 
capacity to the ditch and lessening 
the clearing requirements. 
Mr. Hevde's farm is located one 
mile south and one and one-half 
miles east of Perkins. 
The above 
work can be seen from the road 
along the farm and the public is 
invited to view this work. 


CLAYTON PROJEC T 
NEARLY FINISHED 


The CCC Camp at Delta, M is­ 
souri has recently been working on 
one-half mil« of Ditch No. 35 to 
complete what is known as a dem­ 
onstration project. 
The portion of 
Ditch No. 35 on which this work 
is being done is on the lancV of 
H. C. Clayton, a progressive far­ 
mer. who lives 2 miles east of Bell 
City, on the Bell City-Vanduser 
Road. 
About two years ago, the camp, 
cooperating with The Little River 
Drainage 
District, 
cleaned 
out 
Ditch No. 35 by dragline. 
After 
this cleanout. Mr. 
Clayton 
con­ 
tacted the camp and requested that 
it do additional work on the por­ 
tion of the ditch running 
through 
his farm. 
W ith Mr. Clayton fur­ 
nishing the 
supplies, 
materials. 


and a part of other costs, the camp 
will complete the following work 
on the ditch this fall, level both 
spoil banks and seed the area to ; 
grass for meadow or pasture, place 
a fence along the outside of each 
spoil bank, construct a water gate 
across the ditch at the 
property 
line, construct six concrete struc­ 
tures and two* sod ilumes at the 
points the farm drains enter the > 
ditch. 
Mr. Clayton w ill benefit from the I 
above work by having additional 
area for pasture or meadow of his 
farm, and also the value of 
his 
farm w ill be increased because the 
unsightly spoil banks 
previously 
grown up with weeds and brush 
w ill now be low' ridges 
covered 
with a growth of a 
mixture 
of 
grasses. 
Previously at the points 
the farm drains had entered Ditch 
No. 35, the drains had eroded back 
into the adjacent fields 
causing 
gullies. 
The structures are means 
to allow' the water to be let down

At points where the 
1 drainage areas were large and a 
great deal of water

The disease hog 
cholera 
still 
ranks as the nation’s number one 
swine destroyer, Sw ine producers 
dread the words 
“ hog cholera” 
when such a diagnosis is made in a 
herd of sick hogs. W hy? 
Because 
even though the disease is stopped 
and most of the pigs are saved, the 
financial loss is always 
greater 
than if the pigs had 
been 
made 
immune by vaccination before the 
disease struck the herd. 
The careful hog raiser takes no 
chances with this disease but has 
his pigs vaccinated two weeks be­ 
fore weaning. The cost for vaccine 
amounts to approximately 20 cents 
per pig of this age. 
W hy lose a 
hog when insurance is so cheap.
